U p to 1890, the Democrats claimed 
th at free coinage of silver was not a 
party question, but they insisted that 
their senators and representatives were 
practically a unit in support of it.

It was that

It read after a denuncia­ 
tion of the Sherm an act: 
“ We hold to the use of both gold and 
silver as standard money of the coun­ 
try, aud to the coinage of both gold and 
silver w ithout discrim inating against 
either m etal or charge for m intage, bat 
the dollar unit of coinage of both metals 
m ust be of equal intrinsic aud exchange­ 
able value, or be adjusted through in ­ 
ternational agreem ent or by such safe­ 
guards of legislation as shall insure the 
m aintenance of the parity of the two 
two metals. “ 
That was interpreted by stum p speak­ 
ers aud the Democratic press to suit the 
prevailing opinion aud wish of the com­ 
m unity they were in. 
It w as turned 
and tw isted in m any ways, and still the 
devil lurking behind it all did not ap­ 
pear in the open until tw o years later. 
Out he came w ith the shout of “ free 
aud unlim ited coinage of 18 to I." 
Indiana Democracy, under the leader­ 
ship of the late Governor M atthews and 
Senator Turpie, succumbed to the cry 
aud had its ticket beaten by the un­ 
precedented Indiana plurality of 44,673. 
Two years later the party again went 
into the field w ithout disguise on the 
silver question and, after herculean ex­ 
ertions, was defeated by an overwhelm ­ 
ing plurality.

This tim e the defeat, for the Democrats 
cannot count otherw ise than on defeat, 
will doubtless be effectual and lasting. 


DEMOCRATS. BORROWERS. 


Owing to Democratic legislatures fail­ 
ing to provide properly for the necessi­ 
ties of tire state, it had to become a bor­ 
rower to pay expenses. 
It did this by 
going into the m arkets w ith bor,is for 
$1,770,000 w hen the tax valuation was 
$848,488,466 w ith a 12 cents levy. 
By 
this borrowing and refunding the school 
fund bonds the interest charge on the 
foreign debt was increased from $79,375 
to $249,025 in a few m onths. Two years 
later the Democrats, under the new tax 
law, w hich they claim as their special 
creation to meet the needs of the state, 
increased the tux valuation $397,581,651, 
still exacted the 12 cents levy and ap­ 
plied some of the surplus revenue to tlib 
state debt.

INDIANA AND BRYANISM. 


U p to 1890, the Democrats claimed 
that free coinage of silver was not a 
party question, but they insisted that 
their senators aud representatives were 
practically a unit in support of it. 
At 
th at tim e they were rallying under tariff 
for revenue. 
“ The free and unlim ited 


C oin age of the w hite m etal’’ they were 
coquetting w ith as much as disguised 
phraseology and m eaningless term s in 
their platform would permit. 
The people still believed the party 
honest in its platform of 1*84 in stating 
“ We believe in honest money, the gold 
and silver coinage of the constitution, 
aud a circulating medium convertible 
into such money w ithout loss." 
Even 
tbeu there were suspicious of insincer­ 
ity, but in 1888 the Democrats tried the 
same idea again w ith the result of a 
sore defeat. 
In 1892 the free silverites were con­ 
fronted by Clevelandism and 
tariff 
for revenue. 
They had to accept the 
money plank of that year chaped by 
Cleveland and his friends. 
It was that 
or nothing. 
It read after a denuncia­ 
tion of the Sherm an act: 
“ We hold to the use of both gold and 
silver as standard money of tile coun­ 
try, aud to the coinage of both gold and 
silver w ithout discrim inating against 
either m etal or charge for m intage, bat 
the dollar unit of coinage of both m etals 
m ust be of equal intrinsic and exchange­ 
able value, or be adjusted through in ­ 
ternational agreem ent or by such safe­ 
guards of legislation as shall insure the 
m aintenance of the parity of the two 
tw o m etals.1 ’ 
T hat was interpreted by stum p speak­ 
ers aud tho Democratic press to suit the 
prevailing opinion aud wish of the com­ 
m unity they were in. 
It was turned 
and tw isted in m any ways, and still the 
devil lurking behind it all did not ap­ 
pear iu the open until two years later. 
Out he came w ith the shout of “ free 
aud unlim ited coinage of 16 to I." 
Indiana Democracy, under the leader­ 
ship of the late Governor M atthews aud 
Senator Turpie, succumbed to tho cry 
and had its ticket beaten by the un­ 
precedented Indiana plurality of 44,673. 
Two years later the party again went 
into the field w ithout disguise on the 
silver question and, after herculean ex­ 
ertions, was defeated by an overwhelm ­ 
ing plurality. 
It is proposed to make, according to 
C hairm an M artin of the Democratic 
state central committee, “ the free and 
unlim ited coinage of silver,” the un­ 
adulterated Bryan idea, the campaign 
cry this year. 
He said recently: “ We 
will allow nothing to interfere w ith it.” 
As the Indiana Republicans have twice 
badly trounced the Democrats on that 
issue, they are ready to do it again. 
This tim e the defeat, for the Democrats 
cannot count otherw ise than on defeat, 
w ill doubtless be effectual and lasting.

U p to DW, the Democrats claimed 
that free coinage of silver was not a 
party question, but they insisted that 
their senators and representatives were 
practically a unit in support of it. 
At 
that tim e they were rallying under tariff 
for revenue. 
"The free and unlimited 
coinage of the w hite m etal" they were 
coquetting w ith as rnnch as disguised 
phraseology and m eaningless term s in 
their platform would permit. 
The people still believed the party 
honest in its platform of 1884 in stating 
"W e believe in honest money, the gold 
and silver coinage of the constitution, 
aud a circulating medium convertible 
into such money w ithout loss.” 
Even 
then there were suspicious of insincer­ 
ity, bat in 1888 the Democrats tried tile 
same idea again w ith the result of a 
sore defeat. 
In 1892 the free silverites were con­ 
fronted by Clevelandism 
and 
tariff 
for revenue. 
They had to accept the 
niouey plank of that year shaped by 
Cleveland and his friends. 
It was that 
or nothing. 
It read after a denuncia­ 
tion of the Sherm an act: 
"W e hold to the use of both gold and 
silver as standard money of the coun­ 
try, aud to the coinage of both gold and 
silver w ithout discrim inating against 
either m etal or charge for m intage, bat 
the dollar unit of coinage of both metals 
m ust boof equal intrinsic and exchange­ 
able value, or be adjusted through in ­ 
ternational agreem ent or by such safe­ 
guards of legislation as shall insure the 
m aintenance of the parity of the two 
two m etals." 
That was interpreted by stum p speak­ 
ers and the Democratic press to snit the 
prevailing opinion aud wish of the com­ 
m unity they were in. 
It w as tam ed 
and tw isted in many ways, and still the 
devil lurking behind it all did not ap­ 
pear in the open until two years later. 
Out he came w ith the shout of "free 
aud unlim ited coinage of 18 to I." 
Indiana Democracy, under the leader­ 
ship of the late Governor M atthews and 
Senator Turpie, succumbed to the cry 
and had its ticket beaten by the un­ 
precedented Indiana plurality of 44,673. 
Two years later the party again went 
into the field without disguise on the 
silver question and, after herculean ex­ 
ertions, was defeated by an overwhelm ­ 
ing plurality. 
It is proposed to make, according to 
Chairm an M artin of the Democratic 
state central committee, "the free and 
unlim ited coinage of silver,” the u n ­ 
adulterated Bryan idea, the campaign 
cry this year. 
He said recently: "W e 
will allow nothing to interfere w ith it.” 
As the Indiana Republicans have twice 
badly trounced the Democrats on drat 
issue, they are ready to do it again. 
This tim e the defeat, for the Democrats 
cannot count otherw ise than on defeat, 
will doubtless be effectual and lasting.
